‘The general con- 
clusion is thet, except in 2 few isolated instances, 
the famine relief works have had no appreciable 
effect in withdrawing labour from private em~ 
ployment or in Tesiening the supply; that 
unsiilled: Isbour has been um ly. -plenti- 
fal’ ot and, in many places, belay the 
usual rates, and that only in the case of 
permanent hands have employers tlought. it 
necessary to raiga the rage rates in considerit- 
tion of the higher price of food grrains.® Inthe
